(IS : 271-1975) for Grading of White and Tossa/Daisee Un- 
cut Indian Raw Jute" issued by the Directorate of Jute 
Development as would help in fulfilling the guarantee of 
the grade. 

METHOD OF ASSESSMENT 

For quick assessment of the quality character, a 
Grader may base his observation on the so-called “hand- 
and eye" method till suitable instrumental methods are 
available. While ‘Hand’ may feel hardness, heaviness 
and sense strength, ‘eye’ will judge colour, lustre, roots 
and defects by a close look at the fibre. In case 
of doubt, he may refer to the TSI reference fibre 
samples which give a fair idea of the quality composi- 
tion; but for each grade of fibre, the quality specifica- 
tions given in the ISI specification (IS: 271) should 
be considered as authoritative. Copy of the specifica- 
tion (IS: 271) can be obtained from the offices of 
the Indian Standards Institution located in Delhi, Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, Madras, Hyderabad and Kanpur/’

N0.7-76/G.R- — The Central Government (Ministry of 
Education and Social Welfare) have accorded approval vide 
their letter No. F. 20-5 /76-Leg. Unit dated 16-8-1976 to the 
following revised Regulations for M.Sc. (Honours School) 
examinations : — 

1. The University shall undertake instruction for M.Sc. 
Honours School course in the following subjects 

1. Anthropology, 

2. Botany, 

3. Chemistry, 

4. Geology, 

5. Mathematics, 

6. Physics, 
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7, Zoology, 

8* Biochemistry, 

9. Biophysics. 

10. Microbiology. 

The duration of the course for M.Sc. (Hons, Shcool) 
degree shall be one year. The Syndicate shall have autho- 
rity to add or discontinue any other subject/s. 

2, A person who has passed one of the following exami- 
nations, in the concerned subjects may be admitted to the 
M. Sc. (Honours School) course : — 

(i) B, Sc. (Honours School) examination of Panjab 
University. 

(ii) Any other examination recognised by the Syndi- 
cate as equivalent to (i) above, 

A person who has beep awarded B, Sc. Pass degree under 
Regulation 10.2 of B. Sc. (Honours School) examination 
(Old Regulations) may also be admitted to the M. Sc. 
(Honours School) examination in the concerned subject. 

3. Every student admitted to the M, Sc. Honours School 
course shall be on the rolls of the University department of 
the subject concerned for a period of at least one academic 
year and shall pay such fees to the University as the Syndi- 
cate may prescribe. The Syndicate may authorise the Dean 
of University Instruction to exempt any student from pay- 
ment of tuition fees on the recommendation of the Head of 
the Department within the prescribed limit. 

4.1. The Board of Control appointed for the B.Sc. 
(Honours School) shall act as the Board of Control for 
M.Sc, (Honours Schools) also. 

4.2. Subject to the aprpoval of the Dean of University 
Instruction* the Board of Control shall be the authority to 
admit students and it shall also have the authority to remove 
students from this course in accordance with the rules laid 
down by the academic Council. 

4.3. Each student shall be under the control and discipline 
of the Board of Control. The Board of Control, in consulta- 
tion with Dean of Student Welfare, shall, in case of mis- 
conduct, have powers to remove a student from the M.Sc. 
(Honours School) course. 

4.4. The Board of Control may make recommendations to 
the Syndicate in all matters concerning the Honours 
School course including syllabi and the appointment of exa- 
miners. However, recommendations concerning syllabi 
shall be routed through the Faculty and the Academic Coun- 
cil. 

5, The Syllabi and courses of reading for the M.Sc. 
(Honours School) courses shall be as approved by the Se- 
nate from time to time, 

6. Every candidate for the M. Sc. (Hons. School) exami- 
nation shall send his application through the Head of the 
Department accompanied by the following certificates : — 

(i) of good moral character, 

(ii) of having attended at least 75% of the total num- 
ber of lectures and practicals, 

(iii) in the case of dissertation, a certificate from the 
Supervisor, endorsed by the Head of the Depart- 
ment, that the candidate has worked to his satisfac- 
tion. 

The Head of the Department is empowered to condone 
shortage in the attendance of lectures and practicals to the 
extent of 15 lectures and 15 practicals in each subject. 

The last dates by which admission forms and fees must 
reach the Registrar without and with late fee of Rs. 5 shall 
be fixed by the Syndicate. 

The amount of admission fee to be paid by n candidate 
shall be Rupees One hundred. 


7. The examination shall be either by theory papers, 
practicals, viva voce etc. or shall consist of a thesis contain- 
ing (he research work of the candidate and a special paper 
in the subject of thesis as well as a viva voce, as permitted 
and determined by the Board of Control. For the former 
group of candidates Regulations 8. 9, 10, 11 and 12 will 
be applicable. For the second group of candidates Regulation 
13 will be applicable. 

8. A University examination will be held at the end 
of the academic year. Besides the annual examination, there 
shall be house examinations /tests as decided by the Board 
of Control in each subject. 

9. The distribution of marks will be as follows : — 

Home Exam. * Annual Exam Total Marks

10(a). The number of theory papers and practicals as 
well as the distribution of marks among theory papers, practi- 
cals, viva voce and field work, if any, shall be as given in 
the syllabus. 

(b). Each paper for the annual examination shall be set 
and examined by the External and Internal Examiners. 
House examinations shall be conducted by the Internal 
Examiners. The marked scripts of house examinations shall 
be returned to the candidate, 

* 511 The internal examiner shall ordinary be a person 

who has taught that paper to the class concerned. 

11 (a). The pass marks shall be 40% in the aggregate of 
theory and practicals separately in the house tests and the 
annual examination, taken together; provided that each Board 
of Control shall determine the minimum pass marks in each 
paper. 

(b). The awards shall be submitted by the examiners to 
the Chairman of the Board of Control concerned. The 
Board of Control together with the internal examiners shall 
finalise the result of all the candidates, The successful candi- 
dates shall be classified as under, according to the aggregate 
of marks in the house tpsts and the annual. The details 
of marks in each subject, percentage of the total aggregate 
marks and the divisions will be sent to the Registrar for 
declaration : — 

(a) Those who obtain 60% or more of the total marks 

. , . . First Division. 

(b) Those who obtain 50% or more but less than 60% 
of the total marks 

. . . .Second Division. 

(c) Those who obtain less than 50% of the total marks 

.... Third Division, 

12. A candidate, who fails to pass the examination accord- 
ing to Regulation 11(a), rnay be given by the Board of Control 
one more chance to pass the examination. Such candidates 
will have to be on the rolls of the University Department 
for one more year and the preceding regulations will apply 
to them as if they had joined afresh the M.Sc. (Hons. 
School) Course. 

13(a). In case of students, who arc allowed the option of 
submitting a thesis as a part fulfilment of the requirements 
lor the M.Sc. (Honours School) degree, the distribution o£ 
marks among thesis, special papers and viva voce shall be 
as given in the syllabus. 

(b). The candidate will not be allowed to present the 
thesis before the end of the academic year and after that 
the thesis may be presented within a period of six months 
Extension if any, may be granted by the Board of Control 
in the subject concerned up to six months. 
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14. A person who has passed M. Sc* (Honours School) 
examination with theory ppners (ns distinct from the thesis) 
of this University in the third division may be allowed to 
re appear in the same subject for purposes of improving the 
division and for this purpose, he may be given two consecu- 
tive chances which he must take at the next annual exami- 
nation* His result will be declared only if he improves the 
division.
